These 
figures’are of particular interest in the 
light of Mr. Diefenbaker’s oft-expressed 
concern about Canada placing too many 
of her trade eggs in one basket (the 
United States) and of the need to stimu- 
late and expand Commonwealth trade.

This is still an improvement over the 
1960 figure.
